Free American Canals Must Mean Free 
Canadian Canals—The President’s]Proc- 
lamation in Retaliation for Canada’s 
Failure to Remove the Descriminatinug 
Tolls Against American Vessels Gotag 


THE CANAL TOLLS. 


Instructions Issued by the Treasury De. 
partment in Relation to the Collection 
of Tolls from Canadian Vessels Carrying 
Freight or Passengers Through the St. 
Mary’s Falls Canal.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—The presidem@! 


issued the following proclamation this 
afternoon: 


Wuereas, By an act of congress approved 
July 26, 1892, entitled: “Ap 7. cutere re- 
ciprocal commercial relations between the 
United States and Canada and for other pur- 
poses," it is provided, “That, witnin view of 
securing reciprocal advantages for the citi- 
zens, ports and vessels of the United States 
on and after the first day of August, 1892, 
whenever and so often as the president shall 
be satisfied that the passage through any canal 
or lock connected with the navigation of the 
St. Lawrence river, the great lakes or the 
waterways connecting the same, of any vessels 
of the United States or of cargoes or passen- 
gers in transit to any port of the United States 
is prohibited, or is made difficult or burden- 
some by the imposition of tolls or otherwise, 
which. in view of the free passage 
through the St. Mary's Falls canal, now 
permitted to vessels of all nations, he 
shall deem to be reciprocally unjust 
and unreasonable, he shall have the 
power, and it shall be his duty to suspend by 
proclamation to that effect, for such time and 
to such extent (including absolute prohibition) 
as he shal] deem right, the right of free passage 
through the St. Mary's Falls canal so faras it 
relates to the vessals owned by subjects of the 
government so discriminating against the citi- 
zens, ports or vessels of the United States, or 
to any cargoes, portions of cargoes, or passen- 
gers in transit to the ports of the government 
making such discrimination, whether carried in 
vessels of the United or of other nations. In 
such case and during such suspension tolls 
shall be levied, collected and paid as follows, 
to-wit: Upon freight of whatever kind or de- 
scription, not to exceed $2 per ton; upon pas- 
sengers, not to exceed £5 each,as shall b3 
from time to time determined by the president; 
provided that no tolls shall be charged or col- 
lected upon freight or passengers carried to and 
landed at Ogdensburg, and south of a line 
drawn from the northern boundary of the state 
of New York through the St. Lawrence river, 
the great lakes and their connecting channels 
to the northern boundary of the state of Min- 
nesota. 

“Sec. 2. All tolls so charged shall b2 col- 
lected under such regulations as shall be pre- 
scribed by the secretary of the treasury, who 
may require the master of each vessel to fur- 
nish a sworn statement of the amount and 
kind of cargoes, to the number of passengers 
carried, and th3 destination of the same, and 
such proof of the actual delivery of such cargo 
or passengers at some port or place within the 
limits above named as he shall deem satisfac- 
tory, and until such proof is furnished such 
freight and passengers may be considered to 
have been landed at some port or place outside 
of those limits, and the amount of tolls which 
would have accrued if they would have to be so 
delivered shall constitute alien which may be 
enforced against the vessel in default wherever 
and whenever found in the waters of the 
United States;"' and, 

Wuereas, The governmentiof the Dominion 
of Canada imposes a toll amounting to about 
20c per ton on all freight passing through the 
Welland cana) in transit to a port of the United 
States, and also a further toll on all vessels of 
the United States and on all passengers in 
transit to a port of the United States, all of 
which tolls are without rebate; and, 

Wuerreas, The government of the Dominion 
of Canada, in accordance with an order in 
council of April 4, 1892, refunds Isc per ton 
of the 20c toll of the Welland canal on 
wheat, Indian corn, peas, barley, rye, oats, 
flaxseed and buckwheat, upon condition that 
they are originally shipped for and carried to 
Montreal or some port east of Montreal for 
expost, and that, if transbipped to intermedi- 
ate points, such transhipment is made within 
the Dominion of Canada, but allows no such 
nor any other rebate on said products when 
shipped to a port of the United States or when 
carried to Montreal forexportif transhipped 
within the United States; and, 

WHEREAS, the government of the Dominion 
of Canada, by said system of rebate and oth- 
erwise, is discriminating against the citizens of 
the United States in the use of said Welland 
canal, in violation of the provisions of article 
27 of the treaty of Washington, concluded 
May 8, 1871; and, 

Wuereas, Said Welland canal is connected 
with the navigation of the great lakes, and I 
am satisfied that the passage throught it of car- 
goes in transit to ports of the United States 1s 
made difficult and burdensome by said dis- 
criminating system of rebates and otherwise, 
and is reciprocally unjust and unreasonable. 

Now, therefore, I, Benjamin Harrison, presi 
dent of the United States of America, by virtue 
of the power to that end conferred upon me by 
said act of cougress, approved July 26, 1892, do 
hereby direct that from and after September ]}, 
1892, until further notice, a toll of 20c per ton 
be levied, collected and paid on all freight of 
whatever kind or description passing through 
the St. Mary's Falls canal in transit to any port 
of the Dominion of Canada, whether carried in 
vessels of the United States or of other nations; 
and to that extent I do hereby suspend from 
and after said date the right of free passage 
through St. Mary’s Fails canal of any and all 
cargoes or portions of cargoss in transit to 
Canadian ports.

It is said in administration circles 
that the ground was so carefully gone 
over before the proclamation was issued 
that Canada is not left a leg to stand 
on, and must give in to the American 
demands and immediately revoke the 
order in council of April 4 last, au- 
thorizing the discriminating rebate of 
18c a ton on grain products shipped to 
Canadian ports and refused to American 
merchandise. Equality of tolls in the 
Welland canal was one of the 
distinct pledges made by article 
27, of the treaty of Washing- 
ton of 1871, under which treaty 
Canada has profited largely. Another 
fact much commented on here is the 
humiliating position in which Gov.-Gen. 
Lord Stanley and the Canadian minis- 
ters have placed the British legation in 
Washington. Mr. Herbert, British 
charge d'affaires, twice asked of the 
United States government an extension. 
of time, stating that he did so at the re- 
quest of the Canadian authorities, and 
on the last occasion, August 6, holding 
out on the same authority a promise 
of some satisfactory action. Yet 
the first news of the decision of the 
Canadian government to continue the 
obnoxious rebate until the end of the 
navigation season, that is until a period 
when retaliation would be harmless, 
came to the state department not from 
the British legation which had been led 
to promise early and satisfactory in- 
formation, but from the United States 


consul general at Ottawa. 


“sb Spaulding of the treasury de- 
ne bag has issued circulars instruct- 
ng’ the collectors of customs under the 
act relating to tolls on Canadian ves- 
sels at the St. Mary’s canal, which pro- 
vides that money shall be collected un- 
der regulations to be established by the 
secretary of the treasury. After recit- 
ing the law and the president's procla- 
mation, Mr. Spaulding directs the col- 
lectors as follows: 

“On the passage through the canal at 
St. Mary’s falls, in your district. from 
and after the Ist prox., if any vessel 
with cargo, you will exact tolls as pro- 
vided for above. But no tolls will be 
charged orfeollected as regards freight 
and passegers carried to and landed at 
Ogdensburg, or any port west of Og- 
densburg and south of a line drawn 
from the northern boundary of the state 
of New York through the St. Lawrence 
river, the great lakes and their conneet- 
ing channels, to the northern boundary 
of the stake of Minnesota. 

“The taster of every such vessel 
will be required to furnish a sworn 
statement, substantially in the form of 
a manifést, showing the date, the 
name of the vessel, its destination, the 
name of the master, the number of 
passengers and the number of tons 
and the kind of merchandise carried. 
If the destination be such as to ex- 
empt the vessel from the tolls, you 
will make entry of the fact in a 
book with columns exhibiting the 
particulars specified in the master's 
statement; and also the amounts 
chargable, and the amounts paid. 

“On the next arrival of the vessel you 
will exact the tolls, unless on or before 
that time, or within one month of her 
passage through the canal, there shall 
be furnished to you proof of the 
actual delivery of the cargo and 
passengers at some port or place 
within the limits of the United States 
above specified. Such proof will con- 
sist of the certificate of the collector of 
customs at the port of destination, show- 
ing the entry of the vessel and the 
landing of merchandise and passengers 
there. A form of certificate is provided 
for collectors by the department. 
Should the prescribed evidence not be 
furnished within one month after the 
passage of the canal by the _ ves- 
sel, you will report the facts to the 
department, to the end that measures 
may be taken by it for the recovery of 
the amounts due. The tolls collected 
will be deposited as miscellaneous re- 
ceipts and included in a special account 
forwarded tothe first auditor, in which 
the total amount received each month 
will be credited and the amount de- 
posited, debited, and will be entered on 
astub book with other collections as 
tolls for passage of Canadian vessels 
through St. Mary's Falls canal. 

“An abstract will accompany each 
account showing the name of the 
vessel and of the master, the number of 
tons of merchandise, the date of the 
master’s statement and the date of the 
payment. 

“Receipts for the amounts paid will 
be given to the payers.” 


THEY DON’T LIKE IT. 


The Government Organs of Canada Feel 
Sore Because the Dominion Can't Have 
Things All Its Own Way in Dealing with 
the United States. 

OrTawa, Ont., Aug. 23.—The Citizen 
(government organ) says in reference 
to President Harrison's retaliatory 
prpclamation: “If Canadian interests 
are to be made the periodical sport of 
the political parties in the United 
States, it is high time we resolved to 
supply the means for their maintenance 
such as our neighbors cannot fail to 
appreciate. Let us plainly assert our 
determination to do with our own 
as best suits our own interests. 
The Washington treaty has been pretty 
well denuded of every vestige of ad- 
vantage to this country. Itstandssim- 
ply as a skeleton, which our neighbors 
are equally ready to trot out in the 
hope of terrorizing us, or to consider as 
dead and buried for good. The clearly 
best thing to do would be to take steps 
at once for its formal abrogation and 
so to have done with it.” 


Toronto, Ont., Aug. 23.—The Empire 
(government organ) respecting Presi- 
dent Harrison’s proclamation, says that 
the Dominion government ought with- 
out delay to give the requisite notice 
for the abrogation of article 27 of the 
treaty of Washington. Some lawyers 
here affirm that the Canadian govern- 
ment could forthwith impose heavy 
tolls on American vessels passing 
through the Welland and St. Lawrence 
canals, disregarding the treaty en- 
tixely. 

Enforcing the President’s Proclamation 
of Retaliation. 

Wasurneaton, Aug. 23.—The chief 
labor of enforcing the president’s proc- 
lamation of retaliation, should it go 
into effect on the Ist of September 
next, will fall upon E. B. Howard, the 
collector of the customs at Marquette, 
on Lake Superior, Mich. He is an ex- 
perienced officer who served for some 
time as deputy before being appointed 
collector. The amount of commerce is 
very considerable. In fact the tonnage 
and traffic that goes through the St. 
Mary’s canal is greater than that pass- 
ing through the Suez canal in Egypt.

THE END AT LAST. 


Some of the Scandalous Proceedings Dur- 
, ing Its Session. 

At last congress has adjourned, and 
the whole country draws a breath of 
relief. There have been democratic 
houses before that have been incompe- 
tent, but never one more disgracefully 
incompetent than this. There have 
been demagogues in the house before, 
but never so many as in the session 
just closed. Time and money ‘have 
been wasted in former years, but never 
so recklessly as the year now ending. 
Democrats have been for many years 
exhibiting their utter incapacity to con- 
duct the government, but never before 
have they exhibited it more ludicrously 
than in the last house. 

When this congress began there were 
three things especially that it was 
pledged to do. First, it was to enact 
rules that would allow “freedom of de- 
liberation.” Second, it was to repeal 
the “robber tariff.” Third, it was to set 
a shining example of economy and re- 
trenchment. 

Has it allowed freedom of debate, 
and given opportunity for deliberation? 
Look at the record. Every important 
bill has been passed under the closure 
rule. The legislative, executive and 
judicial apportionment bill was put 
through on the 6th of June, under 
whip and spur—a bill carrying $22,- 
000,000 and containing 150,000 words, 
with fifteen minutes’ debate on each 
siie—‘‘a minute,” as Speaker Reed 
says, “to every ten thousand words, 
and forty seconds to every million dol- 
lars.” : 

The bill to admit New Mexico as a 
state was railroaded through at the 
same pace—fifteen minutes of debate 
allowed on a question that has for 
years puzzled our wisest statesmen! 
The bill to admit Arizona was passed 
in the same way. To crown all, the 
Hatch anti-option bill, a complicated 
measure involving the entire business 
interests of the country—a measure 
against which protests were made by 
thousands of level-headed business 
men—was taken up under suspension 
of the rules, without any previous con- 
sideration or debate, and passed, after 
allowing fifteen minutes for remarks on 
either side. The federal elections bill 
was passed by the house in the Fifty- 
first congress after six days of debate, 
and the democrats filled the country 
with their vociferations about “gag 
law.” The anti-option bill passed the 
house in the Fifty-second congress in 
half an hour, under rules adopted by 
the democrats on purpose to render the 
house a deliberative body! 

As for the tariff act. so far from at- 
tempting to repeal it, the democrats 
have simply passed (under suspension 
of the rules) a few little tentative ef- 
forts to tinker a few of its provisions. 
Afraid to meet the issue squarely, they 
squirmed and dodged, and simply made 
themselves ridiculous. 

But the great purpose of the session, 
after all, was to show to the whole 
country an example of democratic ‘‘re- 
trenchment and reform” in the matter 
of expenditures. The epithet of “bil- 
lion-dollar congress” had been applied 
by them to the body over’ which 
Speaker Reed presided, and they had 
held up their hands in horror over re- 
publican extravagance. Now they 
have made their own record, and how 
does it compare with the other? They 
have cut down necessary appropria- 
tions for the military academy, for for- 
tifications, for the navy and for the 
diplomatic service; they have rendered 
a big deficiency bill necessary in the 
next session; and yet, notwithstand- 
ing all their cheese-paring, the total 
appropriations for this session exceed 
the total appropriations for the first 
session of the Fifty-first congress by 
nearly $45,000,003! Here is economy 
and retrenchment with a vengeance!

RASCALLY TACTICS. 


Democrats Take Naturally to Gierryman- 
dering. 

The democrats got the control of the 
Wisconsin legislature two years ago by 
means of the votes of the republican 
German Lutherans on a local side issue. 
Knowing that the republican German 
Lutherans would leave them as soon as 
the parochial school question was set- 
tled, the democrats gerrymandered the 
state so as to have the legislature even 
if the state gave 30,000 or 40,000 against 
them on a presidential or gubernatorial 
vote. The supreme court set aside that 
rascally apportionment on account of 
its gross inequalities. ‘The democratic 
legislature held a special session and 
made another apportionment, which is 
now being attacked in the supreme 
court on account of its wanton unfair- 
ness. 

The unit of population for an assem- 
bly district in Wisconsin is 16,800 on the 
basis of the census of 1890. The county 
of Langlade, with a population of 9,465, 
is made a district with one member be- 
cause it is democratic. Marquette aad 
Green, each of which has more people 











than Langlade, are put into one district 
because they are republican! The three 
little counties of Florence, Forest and 
Oneida, with 3,662 people, are made a 
district, which the democrats expect to 
earry. Vernon county has 25,000 peo- 
ple, but it is republican, so it consti- 
tutes one district, with only one mem- 
ber. 

The unit for senstorial districts is 
51,000. But while certain democratic 
districts have a population of only 
30,700 and 37,000, or a little over 
haif enough, the republican districts 
have 64,000 und 65,900. The aim has 
been to make one democrat count for 
as much as two republicans in the 
future government and law-makiug of 
the state. 

Why is it that democrats invariably 
go into that kind of scoundrelly busi- 
ness whenever they get a chance? Why 
do they take to gerrymandering as the 
duck does to water? How does it hap- 
pen that while they are talking con- 
tinually of fair and equal elections and 
equal political rights they are busied in 
passing laws, whenever they get a 
chance, to make honest elections ‘im- 
possible? 

The democrats are seeking to get con- 
trol of Illinois, and if they do get con- 
trol of the legislature they will gerry- 
mander this state as they have gerry- 
mandered Wisconsin. They are bank- 
ing on the hope of being able to get up 
a bogus school issue and persuading the 
German Lutherans to vote for the dem- 
ocratic ticket in Illinois as they did in 
Wisconsin, in order to work the vil- 
lainous gerrymander scheme. But the 
republican German Lutherans are not 
tobe caught in that treacherous trap. 
They have seen what has happened ‘in 
the state just north of them, as well as 
east of them in Michigan and Indiana, 
and they do not intend to assist in ger- 
rymandering Illinois for the benefit of 
the free traders. They have witnessed 
the way in which the confidence re- 
posed in the honesty of the democrats 
by the German Lutherans of Wisconsin 
has been abused, and they will not 
allow themselves to be bunkoed after 
that fashion.—Chieago Tribune.

A day or two ago Bearpaw re- 
ceived a letter from Detroit announcing 
his brother was at the point of death, 
and would in all probability be dead be- 
fore he received the letter. It is the be- 
lief that these facts prompted Bearpaw 
to kill him and thus avenge his brother 


A Killing in Alabama, 

BIRMINGHAM, Aug. 26.—For ten days 
Judge Porter has been* engaged in the 
habeas corpus trial of A. R. Johnson, a 
prominent merchant, who several weeks 
ago shot and killed A. W. Kimbro, a 
railroad conductor. A large volume of 
evidence was produced. Johnson had 
the ablest lawyers in Alabama, but 
Judge Porter remanded him to jail 
without bail. The killing was a most 
sensational one. The men were neigh- 
bors and their wives quarreled about 
some peaches which grew in Kimbro’s 
yard, and of which, itis alleged, Mrs. 
Johnson plucked some. Johnson went 
to Kimbro’s home and called him out, 
when the killing occurred. Some of the 
evidence was very ugly. 


Killed at His Camp. 

San AnGELo, Tex., Aug. 26. — E. 
Staggs, a well driller, was found at his 
camp in Crockett county Monday morn- 
ing shot through the head. He is sup 
osed to have been murdered by Bill 
arbee, who killed Albert von Kleiser 
at Ozona on the 13th inst., and was 
known to have threatened to take 
Staggs’ life at sight. Barbee is still at 
large. 

A CALL FOR NN,

bama Convicts. 
BIRMINGHAM, Aug. 26.—Sheriff Geo. 
Morrow received a call abont midnight 
from P. W. Sirley, the warden of Coal- 
burg prison, asking for 100 men. He 
wanted them presumably for the pur- 
pose of protecting convicts. A posse 
was organized immediately on receipt 


of the telegram, but before the sheriff 
and men left the courthouse a telegram 
was received to the effect that all was 
quiet forthe night and that trouble 
might be expected, as it has been known 
for some weeks past that the miners in 
this section were growiug sore over the 
convict lease system which is now in 
vogue throughout the Birmingham dis 
trict and trouble has been anticipated. 


It Proved Slight, 
BIRMINGHAM, Aug. 26.—The reported 
uprising among the miners at Coalburg, 


Ala., where convicts are employed, was 
a “tempest in a teapot.”

She has two sections of land, 
several hundred cattle and a couple 
score of horses and ponies. Horses are 
her especial pleasure and she is an in- 
trepid rider. 

Last Fourth of July, as in nearly all 
races that take place in her vicinity, her 
ponies were in the races at the county 
seat, and she herself rode in the princi- 
pal contest. When the stakes were 
awarded to her a competitor, angry at 
being beaten by a woman, accused her 
of unfairness. Mrs. Perry was angry, 
and dashing up on her pony in front of 
the judges’ stand, dared him to another 
contest. When he refused she threw 
the money on the ground at the judge’s 
feet and rode away., Nor could she be 
induced to touch any of it. er friends 
say she isas brave in physical danger 
as she is quick in business life, and has 
on several occasions stanchly defentled 
herself when alone. 

The settlement of Oklahoma, with 
the consequent rush of people of all 
ages, conditions and abilities in one 
motley horde across the virgin plains, 
put women to an extent onan equal 
with the sterner sex. In hundreds of 
instances it was the wife and mother 
who guided the prairie schooner while 
the father rode ahead and found the lo- 
cation for the future home. Many 
women made their own entries. One 
woman rode from the edge of the terri- 
tory to Guthrie on that famous April 
20, 1890, selecting a spot near the gov- 
ernment office and holding it against 
all comers. None could dislodge her, 
and she staid by the spot a night anda 
day. Then they told here it was in the 
middle of the street, but she would not 
move and demanded a survey. 

When the measurements were made 
the land was found to be all right, and 
the lot is now covered with a three 
story building—one of the best in the 
city. She has leased the lot for ten 
years fora sum which will keep her m 
comfort for that time. When the ad- 
ditional lands were opened this spring 
‘two young girls—stenographers—bare- 
ly of age, were among the most in- 
trepid riders and strugglers for town 
lots. They had a folding tent, and 
when they reached the center of the 
new town-to-be, they had it erected in 
a few minutes and had a sign out offer- 
ing to take in sewing. By this means 
they were able to prove immediate resi- 
dence and secure titles without diffi- 
culty. 

The newspapers, in some instances, 
had women reporters at the opening in 
1890, and, in one particular, Miss Alden, 
now society editor of a leading western 
daily, on that occasion outstripped all 
rivals in the race to the telegraph office. 
She had a good pony, and so did the 
other correspondents, but after the 
rush had been made the horses were 
too tired to be ridden back to the sta- 
tion, so a passing train was hailed and 
the little band of newsgathers prepared 
copy as they rode. As the station was 
neared all crowded to the platforms to 
be first at the office to file messages. 
What was their surprise to see a lithe 
form dart into the door before they 
alighted, and as they entered the office 
find the lady calmly handing the opera- 
tor manuscript for an hour’s work. She
